DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO.  679-1936 


Be  it  Resolved  Ly  the  Board  of  Puhlic  Works  of  the  City  of  Port 
Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  ia  deemed  and  desired  necessary  to  open,  extend 
\and  widen  Clinton  Street  from  Leith  Street  to  Pontiac  Street  and  from 
Uacohs  Avenue  to  Spy  Run  Avenue  in  the  City  of  Port  Wayne,  Indiana,  by 
The  condemnation  and  appropriation  of  such  lots  and  lands  for  such 
opening,  extending  and  widening,  specifically  described  as  follows; 

portion  of  Lot  Number  149 _Brookview  Addition,  more  particularly 
described  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a point  oh  the  east  line  of  said 

lot  thirty-four  (34)  feet  north  of  the  southeast  corner  thereof;  thence 
south  on  the  east  line  of  said  Lot  Number  149  to  the  southeast  corner 
thereof;  thence  west  on  the  south  line  of  said  lot  a distance  of  ten 
(10)  feet;  thence  north  on  a line  which  is  parallel  to  and  ten  (10) 
feet  west  of  the  east  line  of  said  lot  number  149  to  its  intersection 
with  the  east  line  of  said  lot;  thence  southeasterly  on  the  east  line 
of  said  lot  to  the  place  of  beginning.

line  of  said  lot,  ten  (10)  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

A portion  of  Lot  Number  8 Siemon’s  Addition, more  particularly 
described  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a point  on  the  north  line  of  said 

lot  twenty-five  (25)  feet  west  of  the  northeast  corner  of  said  lot;

west  of  the  east  line  of  said  lot  Number  8,  a distance  of  six  (6)  feet; 
thence  northwesterly  toa  point  on  the  north  line  of  said  lot  thirty- 
one  (31)  feet  west  of  the  northeast  corner  thereof;  thence  east  on 
the  North  line  of  said  Lot  Number  8,  a distance  of  six  (6)  feet  to 
the  place  of  beginning.

therefor,  and  are  all  the  lots  and  lands  and  parcels  of  land  lying 
adjacent  to  Clinton  Street  from  Wildwood  Avenue  to  Murray  Street 
and  from  Fourth  Street  to  Penn  Avenue.

\ of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  Act 
\Concerning  Municipal  Corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905,  and  the 
provisions  of  all  acts  amendatory  thereto  and  supplemental  thereof, 
including  the  right  to  bond  assessments  as  in  said  law  ordered. 

The  ^bcve  described  streets  and  lots  and  lands  affected  by  the 
above  described  condemnation  and  approprtst^iron  being  situated,  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Allen  County,  Indiana.
